There were a few dozen of us gathered at 
the Rushmills roundabout on Bedford 
Road just outside Northampton. 

About 20 minutes before the Women’s 
Tour 2014 bike race arrived people had 
started to collect on the verges and on 
the roundabout. 

From the buzz of bemused curiosity 
among the onlookers it seemed most of 
us didn’t know what kind of spectacle 
this inaugural international event 
would be. 

We gazed up the A428, normal traffic 
still going both ways. Suddenly it was 
clear what an incredible feat the staging 
of this race is. 

Somewhere a few miles down the road 
a storm of lycra, pumping thighs and 
spinning wheels was heading towards 
us, tunneling its way through the nor¬ 
mal flow of traffic. 

BBC Northants had told us to expect a 
convoy of sorts, headed up by police 
outriders and support vehicles. 

A twinkle of blue lights under the grey 
skies snapped us all to attention.

Paul Young has still got it - still got 
the ability to thrill his fans. 

Today, he took time out of an 
interview I was having with him to 
literally ‘make the day’ of the H&P 
receptionist Candy to talk to her as 
she is a ‘massive’ Paul Young fan. 

You see, it didn’t take long and it 
didn’t cost anything but it meant so 
much to one person. 

This is the style as an icon you 
have to show and it was there in 
spades with Paul. 

This magic will be on display in 
July when he appears in 
Northampton. 

In will be at back to the 80s on 
Saturday, July 19, when the cream of 
the decade come to Delapre for a 
night of great sounds. 

‘Here And Now’ will see 
Bananarama, RickAstley, Paul 
Young, Boney M, T’Pau and the Real 
Thing play in this historic open-air 
setting for a back-to-back, hit-only 
show. 

The artistes topped the charts 
throughout the 80s - and 70s in the 




case of Boney M and the Real Thing. 
Here and Now brings them together 
for a unique show that has played to 
capacity crowds for the past 13 
years. 

Bananarama had a string of hits, 
including “Cruel Summer”, “I Heard 
a Rumour” and “Venus” while Rick 
Astley will forever be known for his 
1987 smash “Never gonna give you 
up”, which was a number 1 in 25 
countries.

“In my early days I used to listen 
to Free with songs Like My brother 
John, then Robert Plant followed by 
Sam Cooke/Otis Redding before Ry 
Cooder. 

“It become more apparent when 
you go to different countries like 
Cuba, Mexico or India. 

“The music goes hand in hand 
with the country. 

“I remember all the words to Big 
Bad John which I heard on 
Children’s Hour like it was yester¬ 
day. 

“It is good fun to see professional 
people who tell them I used to be on 


posters all over their walls. 

“I became successful at the right 
moment and at the time when tech¬ 
nology was advancing quickly. 

“I loved the sound of the synthe¬ 
sizer but I did not want it on every 
song. 

“So when I made ‘No Parlez’ with a 
musician who preferred to play the 
Hammond Organ. 

“But he learnt to play the synth 
but did not put too much on the 
songs. 

“So when I made my break 
through there was a growing inter¬ 
est in R&B and more soulful music 
and a move away from synthesiz¬ 
ers.” 


Rounding off the night will be hit- 
makers from the disco era Boney M, 
who will always be remembered for 
“Rivers of Babylon”, “Rasputin” and 
“Daddy Cool”, and The Real Thing, 
who charted internationally with 
their song “You to Me Are 
Everything” that reached #1 on the 
UK Singles Chart.

Force launches 
new special plan

A new phase in Northamptonshire Police’s 
recruitment of special constables has been 
launched and if successful it could become a 
blueprint for the rest of the country. 

On Tuesday, Police and Crime Commissioner 
Adam Simmonds and Chief Constable Adrian 
Lee talked about the Special Constabulary 
and the plan to raise awareness of the wide 
variety of roles undertaken by specials 

At the launch Chief Inspector Gary 
Ashton who heads up the force’s 
special recruitment campaign 
said: “We have the aspiration to 
increase the special constabu¬ 
lary so it will become the largest 
special constabulary per head of 
population in the Uk. 

“We are now involving Special 
Constables in all aspects of policing 
including issuing drugs warrants and 
part of the prisoner investigation activity. 

“We have been working with our Special 
Constables and Special Constable manage¬ 
ment team for the past 18 months. 

“I think this new approach will attract a dif¬ 
ferent level of Special Constable and attract 
people who have different skills. 

“This could be on rural crime, cyber crime 
or investigational prisoner handling or fraud. 

“Bringing that expertise in (into the force) as 
it will make us more effective in policing 
Northamptonshire. 

Chief Constable of Northamptonshire 


Adrian Lee said: “The Special Constables are 
willing to give up their skill and time for the 
good of the community. 

“What we can give them is a huge level of 
satisfaction. 

“We need to be cleverer about policing and 
how we deliver our training and matching the 
skills to what we offer. 

“The police are the public in uniform, 

“Specials are people who often do a day job 
but who volunteer to put something extra 
back into their local community. 

“Our aim is to have the largest per head 
number of specials in the country, not 
only doing the traditional work of spe¬ 
cial constables but also, increasingly, 
we have special constables working 
in specialist areas such as cyber 
crime, fraud, drug warrants, safer 
roads, prisoner handling and some 
of the most challenging areas of 
police work.” 

“The world is changing and we are 
fortunate we can afford to continue with 
1,220 police officers covering the county, 
given that we have to save substantial sums of 
money in the coming years. 

Police and crime commissioner Adam 
Simmonds added, “We know people want to 
see more police in their neighbourhoods, 
whether in urban or rural areas. 

“I have pledged officer numbers in 
Northamptonshire will not be reduced during 
my term as commissioner and 
Northamptonshire is one of only seven forces 
in the country where numbers of police have 
not been cut this year.”

Race row is

The Chief Executive of 
Northamptonshire Rights and 
Equality Council Anjona Roy has 
criticised the BBC for allowing 
Jeremy Clarkson ‘to make offen¬ 
sive statements and talk about 
cars in the programmes he’s in so 
that they can make money by 
selling his broadcasts on to TV 
networks across the world’. 

Clarkson was forced to 
issue an apology on 
Twitter and beg for for¬ 
giveness in a Youtube 
post after a clip of him 
reciting the nursery 
rhyme Eeny, Meeny, 

Miny, Moe was pub¬ 
lished on line and 
broadcast on national 
television. 

Clarkson mumbles the 
offensive ‘n’ word and said he was 
trying to avoid saying it. 

Anjona Roy Chief Executive of 
Northamptonshire Rights and 
Equality Council said: “Jeremy 
Clarkson is employed by the BBC, 
it seems to make offensive state¬ 
ments and talk about cars in the 
programmes he’s in so that they 


can make money by selling his 
broadcasts on to TV networks 
across the world. 

“We’re glad the BBC has clari¬ 
fied that they take racism seri¬ 
ously - however since Jeremy 
Clarkson in the past has used 
offensive language and there has 
little consequences for him 
there’s not real reason for him to 
change his behaviour. 

“The attention on this issue 
obscures the really important 
experiences of victims of dis¬ 
crimination across the 
country who are in gen¬ 
eral really isolated in 
their experience and 
do not have celebrity 
colleagues or millions 
of twitter followers to 
rush to their defence. 

“I do not think he will 
lose his job.” 

The BBC issued a strongly 
worded statement. 

It said: “Jeremy Clarkson has set 
out the background to this regret¬ 
table episode. We have made it 
absolutely clear to him the stand¬ 
ards the BBC expects on air and 
off 

“We have left him in no doubt 
about how seriously we view 
this.”

Remembering their

The 84 men from Earls 
Barton who fought and died 
for their country in the First 
World War are being remem¬ 
bered in a special book pro¬ 
duced by the Earls Barton 
War Memorial Project. 

A few years ago a small 
group from the village 
became interested in col¬ 
lecting information about 
the men named on Earls 
Barton’s War Memorial. 

They had seen the work of 
other small villages and it 
inspired them to do the 
same. 

As with all things, they did 
not realise quite what they 
were starting, but are now all 
pleased they did as the effort 
has certainly been worth¬ 
while. 

Everyone associated with 
the book are indeed privi¬ 
leged to learn about these 
inspiring men who were 
ordinary village folk but who 
made a difference to the life 
we lead today. 

One of the people behind 
the Earls Barton War 
Memorial Project was 
Chairman of the historical 
Society, Roy Sharman. 

He said: “It has taken us 
(Earls Barton War Memorial 



Project) over two and a half 
years. 

“It was a huge challenge as 
this is the centenary of the 
start of the First World War. 

“We had to find out which 
regiment they were with, 
where they were killed and 
where they were buried. 

“In the First World War 84 
men from the village and 15 
were killed in the Second 
World War. 

“They thought it would be 
over my Christmas. 

“I am of an age where five 
of my uncles fought in the 
First World War and came 
back. 

“I wish I had asked them 
more about the war and what 
they did. 


“This was a huge number of 
such a small village. 

“The war memorial in Earls 
Baron was build in 1921. 

“50 per cent of the men 
fought in the 

Northamptonshire 
Regiment. 

“One of the things I discov¬ 
ered was one of the men who 
died was in the navy. 

“And he died fighting on 
the Western Front. 

“What was interesting if 
you put poppies on the hous¬ 
es in the street where the 
men lived there were whole 
streets where people died in 
the war.”

Myler stays cool as battle 
for home semi goes to last

Stephen Myler says that he treat¬ 
ed his last gasp kick to earn Saints 
a draw at Bath just like he would 
any other. 

The fly-half knows that there 
will likely be plenty more nervous 
moments in the coming weeks as 
we reach the business end of the 
season, but he certainly kept his 
cool at the Recreation Ground on 
Friday evening. 

Northampton were facing a 
19-16 Aviva Premiership defeat 
before the 29-year-old slotted over 
an 80th minute penalty to tie 
things up. 

“Ideally you would not like it 
[like that] but you have to get your 
head around it,” said Myler. 

“It was an opportunity to draw 
the game for us, and it’s my job, it’s 
as simple as that. 

“I go through the same process¬ 
es I always do, no matter what kick 
it is, no matter what stage of the 
game, as boring as that sounds. 

“It’s more of a mental challenge 
really. Obviously there are dis¬ 
tractions, the crowd is shouting at 
you and calling you all sorts of 
names but that makes it all the 
more sweeter if it goes over.” 

The draw was a result which 
edged second placed Saints closer 
to securing a home semi-final in 
the end of season play-offs, with 
Jim Mallinder’s men holding a 
four point gap over third placed 
Leicester Tigers going into the 
final round of fixtures. 

The top two finishers will play 
their last four clash on familiar 
territory so a win of any descrip¬ 
tion against Wasps at Franklin’s 
Gardens on Saturday would 
secure it for Northampton. 

However, any slip up could see 



Leicester, who are likely play-off 
opponents, overtake them with a 
victory at home to runaway table 
toppers Saracens. 

Bath and Harlequins also still 
have play-off interest going into 
an intriguing final weekend, with 
Saints’ semi scheduled for May 16 
before the final at Twickenham on 
May 31. 

Sandwiched between those 
dates is the Amlin Challenge Cup 


final which sees Northampton 
take on Bath in Cardiff, so there is 
plenty of massive rugby ahead 
with domestic and European tro¬ 
phies to play for. 

“We’d have been unhappy with a 
draw before the game,” said Myler. 

“We expect to win, we expect to 
play well. 

“But giving the context and how 
the scoreboard went it was proba¬ 
bly a fair result and it keeps it in

Sweden’s Emma Johansson 
became the first stage winner of 
The Women’s Tour in history 
after winning the inaugural first 
stage from Oundle to 
Northampton yesterday. 

The Orica-AIS rider triumphed 
after a bunch sprint to take the 
yellow jersey and an early over¬ 
all lead in the first edition of the 
race. 

Dutch Olympic champion 
Marianne Vos was second for 
Rabobank-liv after just being 
edged out while there was local 
interest in the top three thanks 
to Northamptonshire’s Hannah 
Barnes coming third. 

Britain’s Olympic silver medal¬ 


list Lizzie Armistead was eighth 
with compatriot Lucy Garner 
sixth, meaning there are three 
homegrown riders in the top 
ten. 

Elise Delzenne of France 
attempted a breakaway from the 
peloton 29km from the line but 
this attack - which opened up a 
45 second gap at one stage - was 
reeled in to set up the sprint fin¬ 
ish in the town centre. 

Johansson, pictured, also leads 
the points classification while 
Britain’s Sharon Laws heads the 
mountain standings after col¬ 
lecting nine points from the two 
climbing sections at Harrington 
and Spratton. 

Twenty-one-year-old Barnes 
became the first to wear the 


young rider’s jersey while 
Specialized Lululemon lead the 
team table. 

“It feels great, I don’t have great 
memories of racing in England 
but this was great,” said 
Johansson. 

“It was a long sprint into a head 
wind. I know Lizzie was going to 
be up there and Marianne so I 
was watching them but the 
crowds were crazy and it helped. 

“I did get a bit scared as I was 
not used to it and thought it may 
be a crash but they were just 
excited.” 

The Tour continues today 
(Thursday) with stage two from 
Hinckley to Bedford and finish¬ 
es on May 11 with a leg from 
Harwich to Bury St Edmunds.

Chris Wilder said he was ‘drained but elated' 
after Saturday's 3-1 victory over Oxford 
United finally preserved the Cobblers' 
Football League status. 

The former U’s boss masterminded a victory 
against the club he left for Northampton in 
January, securing the point needed for safety 
and completing a remarkable rescue operation 
which had looked like mission impossible at 
one stage. 

When Wilder took the reins after surprisingly 
leaving a club who had been riding high in a 
play-off spot, his new charges were six points 
adrift of safety at the bottom of League Two, 
with relegation to the Conference and non¬ 
league football a very real possibility. 

But after securing the services of several new 
arrivals, the 46-year-old has sorted out the 
mess left by the sacked Aidy Boothroyd with 
eight wins from his 20 games in charge, includ¬ 
ing four from the final six as the run-in was 
timed to perfection. 

Cobblers finished the season third in the 
form table and there is now optimism for 
2014/15 with Wilder possessing a clean slate to 
work with. 

Bristol Rovers instead joined Torquay in the 
Conference after losing at home to Mansfield, 
while Wycombe Wanderers picked up a victory 
to secure their safety. 

“I feel drained, but elated, that we’ve pre¬ 
served our Football League status,” said Wilder 
after the match. 

“I just had a quick chat with the players, at 
this stage of the season it’s probably the last 
time you’re all together, and I thanked them 
for their efforts. 

“I’ve never once wavered in my belief that 
this is a group of league players. 


“We’ve had to work hard in training and extra 
hard on the pitch to get the results, but we’re 
one of the form teams over the last three or 
four months. 

“Other people mentioned that the club was 
dead and buried, and the players deserve a lot 
of credit.” 

Wilder’s decision to leave Oxford now seems 
to be vindicated with the Kassam Stadium out¬ 
fit sliding out of the play-off places under new 


boss Gary Waddock. 

He added that he never thought that his deci¬ 
sion to switch to Sixfields was an incorrect one. 

“I don’t think I’ve taken a backwards step, it 
was a decision I had to make,” he said. 

“I’ve had tremendous support from everyone, 
I’ve been in football since I was 16 and made 
friends. I got phone calls from people around 
the league from people at the top level of the 
game who told me to keep believing. 


“People like Sean Dyche, Russell Slade, Dave 
Bassett and Malcolm Crosby, them calling and 
telling me to keep going has meant a lot. 

“The season started for me when we walked 
through the door, it was a clean slate. 

“The staff have been great, the chairman 
deserves an enormous amount of credit with 
his ambition and we wanted to repay that. We 
now need to move it forward again. 

“We don’t want people jumping through 
hoops saying it’s been a fantastic season 
because it hasn’t, but we’ve done the job which 
we were brought in to do. 

“We can’t be in this position again, every¬ 
body understands that. There have been days 
where it hasn’t been great, but we’ve kept the 
belief and the unity at the club has been unbe¬ 
lievable.” 

Wilder has already started planning for next 
season, releasing Leon McSweeney, Joe 
Widdowson, JJ Hooper, Gary Deegan, Alan 
Connell, Claudio Dias, Matty Harriott and Ben 
McNamara while offering David Moyo, Chris 
Hackett, Gregor Robertson and academy 
defender Connor Roberts new deals. 

French defender Mathias Kouo-Doumbe is 
out of the country and discussions will take 
place on his return, while Alex Nicholls has 
been invited for pre-season training. 

Centre back Zander Diamond has also joined 
permanently on a three year deal having been 
on loan from Burton Albion.

Northampton Town fans awoke from boozed- 
up sleep on Sunday with lurid claret, white 
and green burnt on to their retinas after their 
side’s 3-1 victory over Oxford United which 
secured the club’s league status. 

Deep red and ice white from the colours of 
the seven and a half thousand fans packed into 
Sixfields and green from the pitch on a fine, 
clear day, in sharp contrast to the fuzziness of 
the partied-out shoe army after their post¬ 
match night on the tiles. 

And celebrate they might after backing their 
side with raucous support that went beyond 
twelfth- man intensity. 

They had gathered in town centre pubs by 10 
am, met returning idol Pat Gavin by 12 and 
were in the stands by two. 

For every great escape however there are 
teams that just don’t make it and anxiety 


mixed with bravado as the players trooped on. 

The older the war, the younger the soldiers 
and after seven months in the relegation zone 
Chris Wilder again turned to 18-year-old Ivan 
Toney to lead the line. 

A whirlwind of balloons whipped past the 
touchline in the early minutes with the 
Cobblers lost in the flurry. Oxford like to keep 
the ball and the stress-free football of a side 
who had flunked promotion killed any early 
Northampton impetus. 

On seven minutes, Ryan Williams, who mod¬ 
els himself on Zlatan Ibrahimovic, prodded 
home an opener from a Dave Kitson flick. 

Minutes later, with Cobblers’ nerves jangled, 
Ivan Toney spurned an equaliser, running on 
to a Matt Duke goal-kick, but his touch round 
U’s keeper Ryan Clarke saw an open goal dis¬ 
appear and his shot hit the post. 

Toney’s miss was worrying given that relega¬ 
tion rivals Wycombe had scored at Torquay but 
handily, Williams, the poor man’s Zlatan, 
decided to do something daft and kick out at 
Ricky Ravenhill off the ball. 

The pony-tailed Williams saw red and 
walked, taking with him the home-side’s 
uneasiness as the Cobblers began to pour for¬ 
ward. 

No room for Aidy Boothroyd football this 
time, however, as only patient work and switch¬ 
ing the play would stretch the Oxford defence. 


On 29 minutes John Marquis mugged the tir¬ 
ing Jake Wright before drilling a ball into the 
bottom-right corner of Clarke’s net. 

As opposed to Toney hitting the woodwork, 
Millwall man Marquis hit the ball clean and 
early. 

Yet Toney was not to be outdone, as he showed 
his eye for goal-scoring positions four minutes 
later when heading an Evan Horwood cross 
over a hesitant Clarke and into the net. 

Out came the “Dare to Ivan” t-shirt whilst 
fans in Toney masks went ballistic in the 
stands. 

Wilder replaced the booked Gregor Robertson 
with Mathias Doumbe at half time and the 
defender scored a third when heading a Chris 
Hackett free-kick home. 

The masked Parisian lurked like the Phantom 
of the Opera and sent his header across the 
Oxford box beyond the lunging Clarke. 

The goal was a high note and meant that the 
U’s needed three in reply to relegate their 
hosts. For the first time this season 
Northampton were able to relax into good foot¬ 
ball. Zander Diamond was polished in defence 
while Darren Carter found space for Premier 
League flourishes and Horwood enjoyed space 
down the flanks. 

Toney, his race run, was substituted on 74 
minutes, his ears filled with a standing ovation 
and chants of “he’s one of our own”. 


It was testament to Toney’s recent form that 
Emile Sinclair had been benched but the senior 
player showed that he was not quite done when 
chipping the keeper on 70 minutes. The bah 
was cleared but Sinclair had shown his mettle. 

With the final whistle came the ritual pitch 
invasion, the fans again celebrating the conti¬ 
nuity of the Cobblers as a League outfit. 

Many made straight for the exits however, 
peeved at a team nearly promoted last season 
yet ripe for the drop this time. 

It’s said that failure over 90 minutes is the 
fault of the players, over a season the manager 
and over years the responsibility of the chair¬ 
man. 

Among the few with clear consciences are 
Wilder and Alan Knill who delivered on their 
brief, with the Cobblers high in the form table 
since the pair took over from Boothroyd in late 
January. 

Boothroyd will tell his England coaching pals 
that he brought Toney through but there will 
be little chat at St George’s Park about the state 
he left the club in. 

Not that David Cardoza’s stewardship can 
entirely escape scrutiny. 

He’s got his redevelopment and now needs to 
drag the Cobblers away from the culture of 
mediocrity that has dogged the club for so 
long. 

Again, this must never happen again. 
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Ninety-four years of Football League 
history was preserved on Saturday as 
Northampton Town completed the 
great escape on the season’s final day. 

Oxford United were beaten 3-1, secur¬ 
ing the point needed for League Two 
survival and prompting scenes of 
delirium at Sixfields as the Cobblers 
faithful invaded the pitch. 

It was a close call but we can finally 
say that the shoe army are safe.
